© Rising house prices are 
nothing new. When 
Stonehenge was originally 
built it probably cost its 
owners no more than a few 
shillings in cave man money. 
When we rang the National 
Trust yesterday and asked 
them how much it was now 
worth, they told us it was not 
for sale. 

© The average house con¬ 
tains 32,400 bricks — 
enough to make 54 small coal 
bunkers, just over 38 outside 
lavatories, 6 garages or 2 
houses half as big as the first 
one. 

O Not all houses are made 
of bricks. Some are made 
of timber, others wood. And 
believe it or not, in the fairy 
tale of the same name. Hansel 
and Gretel found a house that 
was made out of gingerbread. 

O lf you went into an estate 
agents in Iceland and 
asked for a house, you’d be in 
for a big surprise. Because 
people in Iceland live in igloos, 
a kind of circular house made 
out of snow.

UFO’s — do they really exist, or are they just 
figments of our vivid imaginations? Every year 
there are literally thousands of reported sightings 
of unidentified flying objects over Britain alone.
